brand in Australia are widely sepa­ 
rated. 
“The 
Collingswood - Hawthorne 
game was a splendid fight or five in­ 
nings,” the Argus reporter 
writes, 
and continues: 
“But 
Hawthorne’s 
sixth brought 5 runs and they won 
by 10 runs to 6. 
Martin, the Haw­ 
thorns’ pitcher, struck out 
14 bat-» 
ters and did some good hitting.” 
Speaking 
of another 
game, 
he 
says; 
“Richmond turned the tables 
on Soutli Melbourne, and won by 23 
runs to 6. 
Anderson, the 
southern 
pitcher, in 
sliding to 
third 
base^ 
struck his head 
against the basej 
and the shaking affected his pitch­ 
ing. 
Brereton, who had 
played 
a 
magnificent game at shortst'op, took 
up the attack, but could not hold the
